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popularity. The merchant might sleep 
through bad years, and come lo the 
front when things wore begining to 
look promising. It is clear that 
the iden of suspending animation when 
matters begin to look uncomfortable, 
and waking just in the nick of time to 
take the tide of fortune at the flood, 
only wanted “working out” to be an 
invaluable addition to the machinery of 
tho novelist, even if it were too con- 
venient to be introduced into the actual 
world. If such a process were possible, 
we can conceive no moro eligible 
moment for employing it than the pre. 
sont. It would be interesting, indeed, 
to put ourselves in a trance for a 
couple of decades, telling our heirs, 
executors, administrators, and ossigns 
to reawaken us, and let us sce how 
existing complications had got right. 
Above all, it would be interesting to 
got a verdict of a more impartial charac- 
ter than we can hope for now on this 
year 1879. 

At present, the siluation is extremely 
perplexing. Tho retrospect of the 
year, which we do not venture to ex- 
tend to any length, is gloomy and 
ominous, Inv August it seemed that 
wo had got over the Afghan difficulty, 
but early in Soptember we received the 
nows of tho mutiny at Cabul, aud since 
then tho tidings received have appeared 
gradually moro and more alarming. 
Though we wero told carly in the pre- 
sont month that tho army was to be 
reduced, tho moro recent telegrams, 
speaking of reinforcements being re- 
quired, afford us little Lope that a 
time for a return to a pence estab- 
lishment is near. Woe hear such 
meagre accounts from the parsimo- 
nious and unsatisfactory Reuter that 

“ib ia idle to conjecture what can 
bo the extent of the disaster, but there 
seems reason to dread. a prolonged 
and exhausting campaign. ‘The un- 
fortunate reforms of Lord Cardwell 
have clearly given us an army much 
below the usunl British sinudard of 
efficiency, as the campaign in South 
Africa proved to demonstration, ‘The 
history of our former disaster in 
Afghanistan is so full of sinister warn. 
ing that the worst fears are enter- 
tained, and our thonghts are naturally 
fixed on the seat of war when we look 
back or look forward. Wo lear that 
the African troubles are coming to an 
end, and we hope fervently that the 
capture of Secovooni’s stronghold will 
end the campnign. Tho loss of the 
Prince Imperial in this miserable war 
was a calamity which must fill every 
Englisbman with regret uot unmixed 
with shame. 








The elements of disturbance in Eu- 
ropean politics are still giving canse for 
anxiety—indeed this anxiety is increas- 
ing. Berlin is ina state of siege owing 
to the prevalence of socialism. Another 
attempt on the life of the Czar has 
been made and avowed by the Nihilists, 
who are rather exasperated than taued 
by the eruelties practised against them. 
The German and Austrian alliance is 
perhaps the great eveut of the senr. 
It may mean that a check is interposed 
to the projects of Russian ambition in 
Europe, hut this may only induce her 
to press forward in Asia with greater 
onergy. Altogether the outlook is 
strangely puzzling, and we repeat that 
were it possible to suspend animation, 
we should be tempted to tuke the magic 
drop and ask friends to awaken us 
when the political prospect was a little 
more cheerful.

We are informed that the outward mail 
steamer was not able to cross the Woosung 
Bar till about eleven o'clock on Saturday 
This ought to be enough to 
provoke quick action on the part of some- 
body to efivet the improvement or total 
removal of this more than tantalising 
obstruction, It has been borne long enough. 
We understand that the Manchu Gener- 
alissimo at Nanking acts as Viceroy, vice 
Shén deceased, pending orders from Peking. 
Shortly after 12 o'clock on Monday, a fire 
broke ont among scme small Chinese 
houses immediately adjoining the Parsee 
Cemetery. ‘The “Deluge” and the “Tor- 
rent” took up their places by the Hupeh 
Road Bridge over the Yang-king-pang 
Creek, while the “Victoria” pumped water 
from the pond by the Polytechnic. The 
fire was got well under control soon after 
one o'clock, although the labors of the 
firemen were not then concluded. The 
number of houses destroyed was about 
twenty. It is reported that a child three 














years of age lost its life.—Referring to this 
fire Mr. Minck informs us through Mr. 
Charricr, that he was passing the locality 
at the time the fire broke out, and im- 
mediately rushed into the premises and 
did all in his power to stop the spread 
of the flames. He was met by some ten 
or twelve Chinese who handled him very 
roughly in his endeavours to put it out, 
and forced him from the building. After 
getting clear of the Chinamen, Mr. Minck 
again entered the burning house and 
endeavoured to stop the destruction of 
the premises, but was again prevented by 
the Chinese, and was actually forced into 
the flames by them in large numbers, 
and only succeeded in getting away after 
having his eye-brows, whiskers, hair, 
and face burnt to a considerable extent. 
Immediately afterwards Mr. Charrier and 
his brigade, with their usual promptitude, 
being the first on the spot, gave Mr, Minck 
every assistance. It seems as if the Chinese 
wished the fire to spread. 

‘The Mercury says Mr. Chén, the Magi 
trate of the Mixed Court, has established 
‘a refuge for 300 men at Louza.

On 
Christmas day the Church and the school 
children gathered in the City Chapel, and 
“Hark! the Herald Augels sing,” to the 
familiar tune, was heartily joined in. The 
Pastor preached from Luke II., when the 
wonderful beginning of that ‘old old story” 
was lovingly dwelt upon. A large gift of 
oranges from one of the older converts, 
which wore presently to be enjoyed by the 
children, gave a capital illustration to the 
missionary to direct their thoughts towards 
God's greatest gift to man. 

‘The Shanghai Mercury states that Mr. 
E. Major, of the Skun-pao, has received a 
pretty little Christmas box, in the shape of 
a silver cup presented to him as a testi- 
wmonial from the Famine Relief Fund Com- 
mittee, in acknowledgment of his very 
effectu:tt assistance in collecting subscrip- 
tions front the Chinese, in aid of their dis- 
tressed felloW-countrymen. It has a Chin- 
inscription engraved on it. 

In consequen'ee of intelligence having 
beon received of the death of Rear-Ad- 
miral Reynolds, U.$-N., at the U.S. Con- 
sulate, and also on board H.3LS. Modeste 
and the U.S. corvette Mfonocacy, the flags 
were lowered to half-mast Monday morn- 
ing, and at noon thirteen minnte ‘guns 
were fired from the latter vessel. The 
deceased officer was born in Pennsylvania, 
and entered the U.S. Navy from that State 
in 1831, ed Renr-admiral 
on the 12th December, 1873. He retired in 
August 1877, at the expiration of a cruise, 
during which his flagship was the Tennessee. 
In the years 1876 and 1877 he was 
in command of the U.S. Naval Squadron 
in China and Japan, being relieved by 
Rear-Admiral Patterson in the latter year. 

We hear that the barque Oscar Vidal, 
Captain Robinson, made her last trip to 
Wagasaki‘and back in twelve days, which 
we believe was one of the quickest passages 
for a sailing vessel on record. 

Yesterday afternoon in the Court of the 
United States Consulate-General the case 
of Baker v. Blanchard was heard.

Mr. R. E. Waine- 
wright appeared on behalf of the Bonita, 
and Mr, W. V. Drammond on behalf of 
the Yungching. At present the publica- 
tion of the evidence is prohibited.

The Hoxorviy Commercial Advertiser of 
the 22nd November says :--On Wednesday, 
the 19th inst., Mr. C. C. Moreno was pre- 
sented by his Excellency the Minister of 
Foreign Affairs to His Majesty the Kin 
who received him cori san old ai 
quaintance. Mr. Moreny stated to 
Majesty the object of his mission to these 
Islands, and that he was entrusted by the 
China Merchants’ Steam Navigation Com- 
pany, of which he is the special agent, to 
convey to His Majesty and to Governor 
Dominis, some presents.” He invited His 
Majesty to visit the steamer Ho-chung, 
under the Cliinese flag. The King was 
pleased to accept the invitation, and on 
‘Thursday morning at half-past nine o'clock 
proceeded on board the steamer, lying at 
the P.MLS.S. Co.’s dock, accompanied by 
the Minister of Foreign Affairs and Colonel 
Juda, the Royal Chamberlain. The party 
was received by Mr. Moreno, who presented 
the officers of the steamer and Mr. Fan 
You-ki, a Chinese gentleman. An hour was 










































spent in agreeable conversation and in in- 
specting the ship, when His Majesty took hia 
leave. The Hongkong Daily Press says the 
steamer Ho-chung, Captain Petersen, arrived 
at Canton on Monday the 15th inst., from 
Honolulu, She reached Honolulu on the 
Lith November, having made the run from 
Canton in twenty-six days. It was said 
that Mr, ©. C.-Moreno had not had time 
to finish negotiations with the Hawaiian 
Government on account of the festivities 
attending the celebration of the King’s 
birthday. Mr. Moreno expected, however, 
to leave Honolulu for China by the next 
steamer. 

By the arrival of the Churruea from 
Inomto, the China Mail learns that an ex- 
tremely severe typhoon took place at Cebu, 
on the 12th inst. Very few particulars are 
to hand as yet, but from the facts reported 
the hurricane must have been of terrific 
force, Among the vessels wrecked are the 
American ship Twilight, the British barque 
Hopewell, and the French barque Marie; 
but no mention is made of any loss of 
life. A large number of houses aro said 
to have been blown down, and all the 
coasting vessels in the harbour at the 
time are said to have been wrecked. ‘The 
steamer Sorsogon left Cebu about twro hours 














before the hurricane commenced and having 
anchored outside escaped serious damage, 
She then proceeded to Iloilo, from which 
placo the Churruca brings tho intelligence 
to Hongkong. ‘The tidal wave would appear 
to have assumed very considerable dimen- 
sions and to have caused great destruction, 
information going to show that largo 
quantities of sugar stored in godowns on 
shore have been dostroyed by that means, 
‘The Hopewell, Captain Longlois, 578 tons, 
left Hongkong on the 24th October for 
Cebu; the Twilight; Captain Wutland, 
1,303 tons, left for Cebu on the 26th ult, 
The Marie, Captain Alexandre, left Manila 
about the 24th for Cebu. This is tho 
second typhoon reported as having passed 
over the vicinity: of the Islands within « 
few weeks.

‘THE WOOSUNG RAILWAY TRACK. 
Watn ELE. Shen, Viceroy of the Liang- 
kinng, shut up the little railway to 
‘Woosung, a promise was given through 
the Taotai to the Consuls that the line 
would be preserved as a rond to ac- 
commodate the traffic which had sprung 
up. Some steps were taken iu this 
direction, the bridges wore planked and 
railed, and the rough ballastiug of the 
Railway was covered with mud to suit 
native ideas of what a road should be. 
Since that date, until recently, nothing 
whatever has been dono to the road, 
which remained in its semi-passable 
condition as a terror to ponies’ legs aud 
a caution to reckless wheelbarrow 
drivers, Lately, however, it mny be 
noted that encroachments have com- 
meuced to be mado; and in one place, 
at the Canton Garden, just beyond the 
old terminus, half the road is alrendy 
occupied by an oxtension of those 
promises, ‘ho road, moreover, is not 
being loft to natural meaus of decay, 
bat its extinction is being hastened by 
art. Already: in each of the bridges 
holes baye been broken in tho plank. 
ing, as traps for ponies’ legs. ‘There 
is no doubt of the intontioual nature 
of the breakages, as the marks of the 
tools aro plaiuly visible, aud also 
from the fact that the samo thing is 
repeated, although ino different part, 
atench bridge. ‘Tho time las cortainly 
arrived for romonstrance on tho part 
of the Municipal Council und the Con- 
auls, Practically, owing to the waut 
of lovelling and rolling at the first lay- 
ing down of tho road, it was never pro- 
porly pussablo for oarriago traffic; but 
it has now, owing to the deliberate 
action of some individnal or individanls, 
bocome dangerous not only for ponies 
and rattle, ‘but for human traffic. We 
hope that the Consuls will not suifer 
this matter to drop, but that steps will 
bo taken to have the road put in proper 
repair, and te provide funds for its 
maintenance. 








DEMISE OF SHEN PAO-CHI 
Tue decease of Shen Pao-cheng, Vice- 
roy of the Liang Kiang is an event 
worthy of some notice from foreigners. 
Second in importance of the Governor. 
Gonoralships of China, owing to the 
prepondorating interests of trade alung 
the Yangtsze and at Shanghai, the 
porsonal influence of the official at 
Nanking is more directly felt than 
elsewhore. Shen was a mau who with 
some good traits of character was 
ominently unfitted for high office. 
Houest beyoud the majority of Chinese 
officials bis mind was an eminently 
narrow oue, and like most men of 
narrow intellects he mistook obstinacy 
for decision, With the opportunity 
afforded him as director of the Mumoi 
Arsenal he might have been expected 
to havo learnt some of the first priu- 
ciples of mechauical science, yet ‘we 

















find him subsequently made the victim 
of a perpetuum-mobiliat, and expend- 
ing the resources of his government in 
a wild chase after an ignis fatuus. 
Again, as commissioner in Formosa he 
was supposed to have discovered how 
sadly the island suffered for want of 
roads, and how necessary to its effee- 
tive government were adequate means 
of intercommunication, The know- 
ledge thus gained was subsequently 
exemplified by his childish action 
in pulling ap the little Woosang 
Railway. So far did bis pettiness ex- 
tend that an engine called in England 
the “Viceroy, which, ou arrivin, 
had ypropriate Chinese 
characters representing his office painted 
on it, fell the first victim to his spite, 
and before au hour had passed from 
the time of the railway being handed 
over, had the paint scratched off to 
obiiterato the offending charactors. His 
more patent opposition to the Railway 
seems, howorer, really to have proceeded 
from a less creditable cause than dislike 
of innovation, and to Lave sprung out 
of a personai dislike to the Viceroy of 
who, he thought, liad deceived 
him in the matter of (he purchase of 
the S.S.N. Co., aud who, moreover, at 
Chefoo had had the audacity to uego- 
tiate with the British Minister for the 
purchase of a railway in his viceroyalty. 
More lately the Viceroy had been dis- 
tinguishing himself by his memorials 
urging, in opposition to Li Hung-chang, 
the closure of the Imperial Canal, and in 
lessor matters by his despatches about 
roads in the neighbourhood of Suang- 
lini. His most recent action, or want 
of action, in the matter of the Swatow 
Guild and the attempted opium mouo- 
poly, will probably long be remembered. 
TE this be accepted as a foreign view of 
the lato Viceroy’s career, we may sinte 
that with the Chinese he was eminently 
unpopular. His narrowmindeduess 
effectually provented him from having 
many friends, and few or no generous 
actions are recorded of him. He was 
suspicious towards his subordinates, 
jealous of his equals, harsh in judg- 
mont aud cruel in execution. When 
his predecessor in office passed away 
his loss was felt as a national calamity, 
aud the affection of the people of the 
provinee towards Tseng Kwoh-fan was 
that of el 1 towards a loved thongh 
strict and impartial parent. We 
miss in the case of Shen any symptom 
of popular regret. If, however, Shen 
was neither a popular nor a useful 
Viceroy, it does not follow that we are 
justified in accepting a new appoint. 
tment to the office as a sign of an 
improved condition of affairs. Two 
names are mentioned, both more or | 
familiar to foreign ears; one, Ting 
chang, now Fatai iv Fubkien, and the 
other Ho King, at present Viceroy of 
Mincheh, ‘The chequered career of 
4 from the time he was connected 
with the newly formed nal at 
Soochow, to his adm 2 of 
affairs in Formosa, bas brought him 
in every stage into close contact 
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with foreigners. Fall of promises, he 
has shown himself chary of per. 
formance, and ihe predictions uinde 
respecting bim hy bis friends of the 
time being have been invariably dis- 
appointed, Atongst. his own people 
he has never succeeded in taking 
high stand, and few officials in China 
of high standing have bad to suffer 
so many rebuffs, Foreigners will re- 
member that he was the first Ch 
official to make use of the term Sn7 
shui ina despatch intended for foreign 
eyes; and seeing the liberal use which 
has been made of that term since as 
an effectual stopper to all substantial 
improvement, they may well have their 
misgivings as to the propriety of bis 
appointment, As with the late Vices 
roy Shen, insincerity is probably tho 
most prominent characteristic of Ting’s 
character, Of Ho-king less is known 
by foreigners, He was Futai of thiv 
province in 1870, and for.a short: time 
after the death of Tseng-kwoh-fan 
officiated as Viceroy nt Nanking, He 
has been Viceroy at Moochow since 
1876, He is probably a man of more 
enlarged views than the late Viceroy 
Sheu, though sharing with him a re. 
putation for obstinacy. He was brought 
prominently into notice recently through 
the Wua-shih-shan riots at Foochow. 
What his private views on the matter 
were havo never been made known, 
bat he seems to have been willing 
to go a long way towards concil- 
intion. Ou another point of grenter 
importance commercially, Ho's views 
have been opeuly expressed, aud (hoso 
views taken in conjunction with the 
recent attempts to set up an opium 
monopoly cannot be received without 
distrust. He bns, in fact, since his 
elevation to the Goveruor-Generalship, 
been seeking to establish a monopoly 
under Government auspices of the silk 
trade of Chebkiang. In this attempt 
Lo was strenuously opposed by his Futai, 
Mei K’i-chav, who poivted out the 
injury to the people of the province 
sure to result from such © measure. 
‘Tho attempt was withdrawnin deference 
to the Fatai’s opinion, but Ho’s views 
or tho subject are understood to have 
undergone no modification, The opinions 
of foreign residents are uot likely to 
be taken into account in the appoint. 
ment of Viceroy, bat neither of tho 
men vamed cau be looked upon as 
altogether satisfactory occupants of 
what, in foreign interests, is probably 
the most important office in China. 

















QLIMPSES AT FOREIGN REVIEWS, 

In spite of Goethe having been a German, 
in spite too of his having been a blind wor- 
shipper of the First Napoleon, he has many 
sincere and wondering admirers in France. 
Among these M. Henry Blaze de Bury is 
one of the most enthusiastic, as also he 
is one of the most competent. A really 
valuable contribution from his pen to the 
rapidly growing Faustian literature opens 
the current number (1st November) of the 
Revue des Deux Mondes. As we pointed 
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out a week or so ago, the Faust legend 
is not Goethe's creation, although it was 
adopted, recast, and elaborated by him. 
How it was that that legend came to be 
taken by the poet as raw material is here 
set forth, Asin almost all supreme efforts 
of genius the form was in great measure 
accidental ; the matter had long been ac- 
cumulating and shaping itself in accord- 
ance with the poet’s growing experience, 
philosophical development, and expanding 
imagination. In Faust we are taught to 
see much of Goethe himself ; in Marguerite 
and her story is reproduced Frederika Brion 
the pastor’s daughter of Sesenheim, with 
her sad tale of love, seduction, desertion 
and infanticide, whereof Goethe was the 
hero ; in Mephistopheles we have a com- 
bination of Merck, “the man without 
a noble thought,” with whom, however, 
Goethe long lived on terms of the strictest 
intimacy ; and Herder, the prince of con- 
troversy and criticism. Hardly less in- 
teresting than the central theme of the 
paper before us is the writer’s digression 
into asketch of Spinoza and his work, apro- 
pos of the influence exercised upon Goethe 
by the modest philosopher of La Haye. 
Although it appears certain that Faust was 
from the first conceived in its entirety, the 
details were continually modified and 
worked up throughout Goethe's long life. 
‘Thus it became neither poem, nora drama, 
hor a romance, but an autobivgraphy in 
action, a place of retirement for the author 
wearied by ordinary pursuits, a treasure- 
house within which he enshrined the richest 
gems of his genius, Donbtless it is on 
account of this gradual growth, eorrespond- 
ing to its author’s mental developmeni, 
that Faust is in no sense a poem of a place, 
fa race, or a period; it is for cll time a 
heritage for the human race. Au ifa par- 
ticular proof of this proposition were de- 
manded, it would be found in the fact that 
it has been translated and retrauslated not 
only into English and French, into Portu- 
guese and Flemish, but into Hebrew, every 
translator, it is true, avowing his incapacity 
to rise to the height of the great argument,

ing and amending his version, according as

‘The express-boat Le Grand DucConstantin 


arrived here, says our correspondent, 
on ‘Tuesday, the 18th of November, 
after, a fabtlonsly short voyage, from 
Hamburg, -Tu accordance with het quick 
voyaye, I may mention that I received 
my Shanghai mail only eight days 
after her arrival here; now, I think this 
deliberation contrasts favorably with the 
unseemly hurry of other captains, who 
no sooner let their anchor drop then they 
bother the public with their mail-bags. 
Many lovers of curiosities have visited the 
Constantin during her stay here, but 
if this is in any way connected with 
& romarkably large sale of soap, I am 
not prepared to say. Another romark- 
able feature connected with this ten days 
‘wonder, is, that during her short stay hero, 
she has changed commanders twice, thus 
aving had three different Captains, and 
still the cry is, ‘A Captain wanted !”) 
Then a commission “sat” on her, and sho 
went out for a short trial trip, but it did 
not seem to have done her any good. Tt 
is generally said that 50,000 roubles will be 
needed to put her in proper repairs. 

The last few days have been ocoupied by 
alively contested election for a new Mayor, 
but as yet without any result, ‘Tho gen 
opinion seems, however, to be in favour of 
the re-election of our former worthy burgo- 
master, Mr. F. Fedoroff, who in my opinion 
seems to be the right man in the right place. 
Amongst the candidates to the office is the 
well-known merchant Mr. O, Lindholm. 

‘The Honghiisas are still enjoying their 
sport in the country, and scem to be as 
playfully disposed as ever. About twelve 

's ago, a small band, consisting of eight 
Coreans, travelling on the road about thirty 
miles from here, were attacked by nine Chi- 
nese robbers, who killed four, and wounded 
one Corean. ‘The rest missing. The wounded 
man is at present in the hospital here. 
‘As wonders do sometimes happen, three of 
the knizhts of the road were captured by a 
party of Russian hunters, aud are at present 
4 hero, from whence they will make 
easure t&p to Hong-chun, be delivered 
over to the Chinese authorities at that 
place, and if they can get any money, will 
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very likely be heard of again very soon in 
this neighborhood —so at least the Chinese 
settlers here says. 

‘The autumn has been.so.very mild, that 
our traditional “oldest.inhabitant,” cannot 
romember anythinglikeit. Even now wecan 
hardly say that our proper winter weather 
has commenced. The little snow that has 
fallon has not been lying on the roads here 
for a whole day together. On Monday 
morning, the Istinstant, at about 2 a.m.,a 
strong gale from N. W. commenced blowing, 
and continued for about twenty-four hours, 
The Dragon arrived here on the same day, 
at11 p.m, delayed and rather badly treated 
‘by the same gale, She had a boat torn 
from the davits and nestly smashed, bo- 
sides other minor damages. She! was a 
curious sight to behold on the morning 
after her arrival, her bulwarks, . deck, 
bridge, riguing and everything else exposed, 
being covered by a thick coat of ice. 

After what I hear, the agent for the 
Russian Company, to which the Constantin 
belongs, has opened negotiations for the 
purchase of the Dragon, but as the pro- 
ceedings still drag on slowly, I am not in 
a position’to give furthor particulars.

WENCHOW. 

‘We have actually had a little excitement 
here to vary the dull monotony of our 
humdrum life. It appears that the exist- 
enco of a Hua Hui (Flowery Meeting) or, 
‘as we should call it, a lottery, conducted 
by Wénchow men at Cha Shan, a place 
al was Intely discovered 
by the Prefect, who immediately instructed 
the District Mayistrate to seize the proprie- 
tors, some thirty in number. ‘The Mi 
trate, accordingly, arrested the ringleaders 
on the night of the 16th instant, capturing 
among others a certain Chien-tsing or 
Captain, named Ying. The soldiers were 
exasperated at what they looked upon as an 
insult to their cloth, and, after spendi 
the 16th in grumbling, they finally decided 
on taking active measures on the morning 
of the 17th, when they seized and closed 
all the city gates. By 11 a.m. the Taotai 
had succeeded in pacifying the soldiers to 
the extent of allowing the gates to be 
opened, and, as far as the public were con- 
corned, the ‘great rebellion” was at an end. 
Rumotr says, however, that the Chentai 
is far from satisfied with the action of the 
civil authorities in seizing one of his sub- 
ordinates without his permission, and that 
both parties have petitioned the higher 
officers at Hangchow on the subject. 












































Tho inhabitants, peaceful by nature, 
seemed to consider the matter as not very 
serious, and, in fact treated it as rather a 
joke. Still most of the shops were practi- 
cally closed all day and the crowds of 
people wandering about without any ap- 
parent object showed that something un- 
usual was “up.” No disturbances took 
place, however, and the roughs contented 
themselves, during the time that the gates 
wore shut, with fring volloys of chaff at 
those who, having urgent business outside 
the city, rushed frantically from gate to 
gate, vainly seeking exit. 

‘Wen Taotai, who has for some months 
been doing duty as Judge at Hangchow, 
has returned, and the Acting Taotai Liang 
left on the 20th by the gunboat Fu Po. 

The river here is well stocked with wild 
fowl, and the Sui An river, about twelve 
miles off, is said to teom with ducks and 
geese, while even swan are to be found 
“rari nantes in gurgite vasto.” What a 
chanee for a sporting chaasze to combine 
business with pleasure in the off-season ! 

The China Merchants’ Co,’s steamer 
Yuny-ning now runs regularly between this 

jort and Shanghai, making the round-trip 
in twelve days, Thus, by staying over one 
trip, an energetic chaasze would be able to 
interview the native merchants, to make 
an excursion into tho Tea district, about 
three days’ journey from this by boat, and 
would yet ave ample time for some good 
sport amongst the ducks and geeso before 
returning to his desk with his lungs filled 
with ozone and his brain enriched by the 
knowledge of the fact that it is im- 
possible to appreciate the capabilities of a 
pliee until you try them.

FoocHOW. 


‘The following are the details of the at- 
tack by Chineso rowdies on the Rev. Mr. 
Sites, at Yenpi referred to in our 
Tnesday’s issue :— Féngshui-ism, says tho 
Foochow Herald, has once more asserted 
itself. Yenping'foo, a district city about 
three days’ journey’ from this port, has 
declared against Christian missiona- 
1s; or rather the literati of that ilk have 
moved the mobocracy to the perpetration 
of another unprovoked attack on a foreign 
Christian missionary. We say the literati, 
becauso we are in possession of clear and 
distinct testimony as to their complicity in 
this, as in former deeds of cowardly sneak- 
ing lawlessness, ‘The particulars of the 
outrage to which we now wish to refer are 
as follows :—In the early part of last week 
the Rer. Nathan Sites a member of the 
American Methodist Episcopal Mission, 
arrived at Yenping-foo, at which place the 
Mission with which he is connected hare a 
station, A day or two after his arrival 
there, inflammatory placards, suddenly ap- 
peared throughout the city, calling upon 
the people to expel the “foreign barbarian” 
and his native congregation, and to destro; 
the Christian Chapel. Mr. Sites, in this 
emergency, very properly called upon the 
District Magistrate, by whom he was advised 
to keep quiet and’ to refrain from holding 
any public service in the city until the 
excitement then prevailing had subsided. 
We understand that Mr. Sites, though of 
course in no way legally bound to do so, 
acted in strict accordance with the Magis- 
trate’s advice, and closed the doors of the 
Mission Chapel throughout last Snuday. 
But, notwithstanding this apparently ample 
concession, Mr. Sites was, while walking 
quietly through the streets, waylaid by a 
hired mob, and, after having been severely 
beaten by’ the rutlians, was on the point of 
being deliberately drowned by his hireling 
persecutors when the Magistrate, most 
fortunately, arrived on the seene and barely 
succeeded in saving his life. Mr. Sites is at 
present under medical treatment ; 
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understand that the United States Consul 
has addressed a remonstrance on the sub- 
ject to the provineial authorities. 

In its Commercial Summary of the 17th 
inst., the latest date to hand, the Herald 
says moderate transactions in Jongou are 
reported, at about former rates.

Some 
big guns, G4-pounders, were being removed 
from Stone-cutter’s Island back to. the 
Arsenal by a party of gim lascars, Chinese 
coolies, &c. One gun had been swung on 
to what is called a swing waggon, and it 
was being brought down a steep declivity, 
‘The waggon gathered way and ran down 
the hill, getting completely beyond control 
and creating great damage. Threo Eit- 
ropean soldiers and a Chinaman were in 
jured and were conveyed to the Hospital, 

ut their wounds were found to be not of a 
dangerous nature. The waggon was also 
badly damaged. It was expected an official 
enquiry would be held as to the cause of 
the accident, 

A correspondent writing to the same 
paper, from Manila, mentions asad calamity 
which has befallen that colony. The Spanish 
gunboat Merivles was gon tofounder inthe 
late typhoon, with all hands on board, 
numbering fifty souls. She had left Min: 
doro, and was caught in the worst part of 
the storm, her disappearance having been 
seen by those on board of a sailing vessel 
that arrived in Manila on the 13th with 
the sad news. The Captain of the Meri- 
reles had been but recently married, and 
had his wife on board, Several of the 
native erew had also their wives on board, 
and the distress felt at the terrible accident 
may therefore be imagined. 

‘The Daily Press saya with reference to

‘Th 
‘on account of the great depreciation in the 
value of tho paper currency, in which they 
aro paid. 

MES. Churybdis, Cxpt. Hotham, arrived 
at Hioyo from Yokohama on the 10th, and 
the Hornet has put in an appearance, from 
Nagasaki. ‘The Sylvia, which will pass the 
winterhere, and has been looked forfor some 
days, will not arrive for a week or more. 
Capt, Fletcher has arrived from Yokohama, 
an route to Nagasaki, to bring down the 
U.S. gunboat Alert, ‘which was duo at 
Hiogo in another week. Other wat-vessels 
aro also expected, and it may therofore be 
hoped that the harbour will present a much 
livelier appearance than it has done since 
the close of the tea season. 












YOKOMAMA. 
The Japan Gazette says the close prox- 
imity of the office of the Osaka Nippo to 
the tint, enables that journal to obtain 
information not accessible to others. Large 
numbers of the people of Osaka are, we aro 
told, sending in great quantities of bullion 
to the mint for coinage into yen. This 
eagerness is noticeable also at the branch 
ofice of the mint in Tokio, In consequence 
of this rush of bullion the officers and 
ficers of the mint are exceedingly bi 
which is a subject for both admiration and 
congratulation.—The Choya Shinbun states 
that the coinage of silver for circulation in 
Hongkong will be commenced at the Osaka 
mint early in January. Another native 
paper says that the Governor of Hongkong 
also contemplates the introduction of a 











gold coinage into that Colony. (What can 
these rumours mean ?) 

The construction of the long-talked of 
new Imperial palace has at length been 
commenced. The building will cover twenty 
thousand tsubo of ground and half of it 
will be in accordance with foreign ideas of 
architecture and half Japanese. Itis sup- 
posed that four years will elapse ore the 
edifice is completed; and the estimated cost, 
is four million yen. The Imperial palace 
at Kioto, which ‘as built by the Tokugawa 
Government, cost the sum of three million 


en. 
‘A brick building for the War Depart- 
ment has been commenced, but it will 
probably take two and a half years to 
complete. The estimated cost is 250,000 
yen. 

‘The Japanese corvette Tsukuba Kan, 
which is at present used as a training ship, 
will soon be sent on a ernise to Australia 
and America for the benefit of the students. 

‘Tokio native papers state that arrange- 
ments for constructing a railway between 














the Urouchi coal mines and Ishigari river 
in Yezo are progressing. Mr. Crawford, a 









civil engineer in the employ of the Kai 
kashi, will shortly leave Japan for Ameri 
for the purpose of purchasing the necesss, 
material for this railway. 

It is reported in the native papers that a 
Shizoku, residing in Shidzuoka ken, has 
formed a company for the purposo of 
establishing a horse and cattle farm, A 
large piece of ground on the Hakone moun- 
taing has been selected ; and an application 
by the promoter of the schemo to the 
Kuano-kivku for a loan of 50,000 yen to 
expend in’ this undertaking has been 
granted. 

Horse breeders and dealers in Awomori 
ken appear to have carried on a successful 
business this year, for at the fair of Saunohe 
alone three thousand and fourteen two- 
yer old ponies changed owners at an aver 
aye of 32.31 yen per head. Forty realised 
sums ranging from 100 to 200 yen each, 
nine fetched from 200 to 300 yen, seven 
from 300 to 400 yen, and three between 400 
and 500 yen. 

The annual meeting of the Yokohama 
Amateur Athletic Association was held on 
the 10th instant, seventeen active and 
honorary members being present. The 
business of the meeting was to receive the 
nual report of the outgoing committee 
il to elect a new committee. Tho report 
jowed that the Association at the present 
time is in a flourishing condition both 
financially and in regard to numbers, 
there being thirty-six active and twenty- 
four honorary members on the roll. ‘The 
report having been adopted, Messrs. A. H. 
Dare, Sutter, Kilby, A. T. Watson and 
D. Frasor were elected on the committee 
for the ensuing year.

The Japan Gazette says soveral of the 
native journals comment on the Loochoo 
dificulty, but they all seem to think it will 
be better in the end if China and Japan 
are allowed to settle their own differences 
without the mediation of any foreign power. 
The Kinji Hioron does not doubt for a 
moment but that the American Government 
are thoroughly sincere in their offer of 
mediation snd would give an impartial 
judgment ; but it fears the possibility of 
Unat judgment being adverse to Japan to a 
certain degree, and therefore anticipates 
that the mediation would not settle the 
dificulty. The tone of tho Nichi Nichi 
Shinbun is a trifle bellicose. At the con- 
clusion of an article in which the whole 
subject is reviewed, the editor asks the 
question whether it will not be better to 
fight for the honour of Japan than to have 
that honour sullied and live in peace. 

The Japan Heralt says:—The latest 
phase of the Japanese and Chinese im- 
broglio concerning the government and 


























possession of the Loochoos, is that both 
sides have agreed to name commissioners 
to discuss the whole subject of the oxist- 
ing differences pertaining to this knotty 
question, Indulging in talk has this 
advantage, that it is harmless, whilst a 
resort to war is quite otherwise. Some 
months will probably be consumed in sett- 
ling the preliminaries of the conference 
and in the long palavers that will en- 
sue thereupon; and then, when all is 
over, should no agreement be arrived at, 
there is the American mediation to fall 
back on, though as to that, notwith- 
standing’ the alacrity with which the 
Japanese Government laid its case before 
General Grant, to elicit his opinion, we are 
Jed to conclude, from what has conte to our 
knowledge, that the proposed interference 
of the American Government is not entirely 
relished. To get, if possible, the expres- 
sion of a favourable opinion from General 
Grant, in support of the posit 
the Japanese, was one thin; 
to submit to mediation, binding themselves 
to accept whatever decision may be arrived 
at, is quite otherwise, for there is always 
a possibility, in eases of this kind, that the 
decisionmay be adverse, Wethink, however, 
taking everything into consideration, that 
Japan has ‘the stronger case; but bein 
already in possession of the Islands, an 
exercising sovereignty there, it is ai 
from anything which may ‘prejudici 
position, Relying upon the immobility of 
Chins, and the unenterprising character of 
its rulers, it has comparatively litile fear of 
being ousted by force. Mediation might be 
detrimental, though we think that Japan 
might safely rely ‘upon the friendliness of 
America to give the benefit of any doubt in 
s favour. — We have yet to learn how the 
Chinese regard the overture to be made, of 
which information has as yet only reached 
us hy. Reuter, there not being sufficient 
time for despatches to have been received 
by the two Governments.

We have during the last few days beon 
at some pains ‘to inform our readers eon- 
cerning tho extensive preparations m: 
various directions for the successful 
ing out of numerous and varied means of 
pleasure and happiness which wo all feel 
called upon todo our best to enjoy, and to 
assist others to enjoy, at Christmas time. 
It now becomes our pleasing duty to make 
mention of the various Churches, and the 
serrices conducted therei 

We believe that it will be readily admitted 
that accounts of the festivitios observed at 
this season would be most. culpably incom- 
plete, if thoy omitted mention. of what 
are, to many persons, by far the most 
important observances in connection with 
them. We certainly have no intention of 
committing any such egregious error, 
but on tho other hand it gives us 
great pleasure to bo able to record 
hat a high, stage of perfection | has 
been reached by the congregations of our 
various Churches in the matters of Church 
decorations and sacred music, and of tho 
religious feeling and enthusiasm of which 
thes things, beautiful and attractive a 
they are, can be regarded as only the out- 
ward manifestation. ‘The decorations in all 
the Churches named below were of a most 
elaborate and tasteful description, and we 
feel sure that the ladies, who aro,’ wo pro- 
sume, foremost in this, as in every other 
good work, must feel to a certain extent 
that zeal, in this shape at least, is its own 
reward, when they look upon the beautiful 
results that they have been so instrumental 
in accomplishing. 

‘Tae Carueprar. 

The Cathedral was decorated with very 
great care and taste. The apse and pulpit, 
have never been so elaborately ornamented 
before. ‘The cruz of decorators in Hol 
Trinity has always been the reredos, whi 
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is peculiarly ugly. ‘This was concealed on 
the present occasion with white banners 
adorned with sacred monograms in red, and 
the effect of this new device was excellent. 
‘The chancel rails were covered with moss 
and frosted leaves exquisitely wrought into 
the shape of sacred emblems. The Choir 
stalls rose out of” banks of beautiful moss 
starred with camelias and geraniums. ‘The 
reading desk was hung with the most ela- 
borate and artistic piece of ecclesiastical 
needle work ever seen in Holy Trinity—a 
white satin “fall” emblazoned with the 
text “There shall come » Star out of 
Jacob,” The entrance to the chancel was 
covered with the text, “The Day-Spring 
from on high hath visited us.” ‘The pulpit, 
however, deserves special praise. It wasan 
entire and perfect chrysolite,” and reflects 
the greatest credit on the ladies who de- 
signed and carried out the ornamentation. 
Panels of white satin were divided by 
wreathing and moss work which was a mar- 
yel of intricate beauty, and set off the text 
insilver bordered with red, “Hosanna to the 
Son of David.” We recommend those of our 
readers who have not examined the pulpit to 
linger after service, and inspectas perfect and 
‘complete a specimen of work as has heen 
achieved in Shanghai. ‘The Font stood in 
the centre of a carpet of moss with the 
appropriate text, ‘Suffer the little children 
to come unto me” upon it. ‘The worls 
‘Thy Holy Child Jesus’ surrounded the 
Dagon in white letters on erimson velvet, 
and the pedestal was covered with moss 
relieved by frosted ivy leaves, fn 
water floated a Flowery Cross. Ove 
the East Door was placed the Star 
Symbol of Tho Epiphany. The servico, 
which was choral, was well. performed and 
showed how admirable a Choir Master the 
Cathedral possesses in Mr. G. B. Fentum

Mr. Ovex oceupied the Chair, 

‘The notice convening’ the mecting hay 
ing been read by the Secretary, the Chair- 
man briefly stated that the object of calling 
the members together was to consider the 
following proposition, which had been sub- 
mitted to the Chamber by a deputation of 
native teamen, viz :-— 

“Phat all feas shall be weighed within 
one week after date of purchase ; and that 
payment for the same shall be made within 
one week after date of shipment.” 

The Cuamwax concluded his openin; 
romarks by stating that the Committe of 
the Chamber had nothing ‘to suggest in 
regard to the foregoing proposition, and 
that it would devolve upon the gentlemen 
presont to deal definitely with the subject. 

Mr, Suerranp was ef opinion that the 
question was entirely beyond the functions 
of the Chamber ; they could not collectively 
deal with a subject that must nocessarily 
remain a matter ‘of private arrangement 
Between buyer and seller. 

‘Mr. Lerma regarded the proposition as 
an excellent one, but admitted that there 
would be great difticulty in attempting to 
carry it unt. It would, if adopted, bo a 
very effectual means of preventing reckless 
and dishonest trading, and he was of opinion 
that, on theso grounds alone, it would be 
to the ultimate advantage of the merenntile 
community of the port to support the very 
moderate and reasonable proporal then be- 
fore the meeting. 

Mr. Densten objected to the proposition 
on the ground that it was impolitic to 
accord to the teamen the right of dictating 
terms to foreign buyers. In Shanghai the 
power of the native Guilds had of late been 
sufficiently demonstrated, and the same 
state of things might be brought about 
here. He agreed with Mr, Sheppard, that 
the arrangement of terms was entirely a 
matter of private arrangement between 
buyers qnd seller. 

‘Mr. Coxe thought that if the proposed 
system of cash payments was established, 
a discount on such payments should be 
allowed to buyers, as was the practice in 
Canton. 

‘Mr, Taras and Mr. Denwer were both 
of opinion that the proposal to weigh teas 
within a week was impracticable. Mr, 
Opett thought it wes only fair to teamen, 
eepecially in a falling market, that pur- 
chases should be weighed and inspected ag 
quickly as possible. 

The following resolution was then pro- 
posed by Mr. Densen and seconded by Mr, 
Suerranp :—That in the opinion of this 
meeting the questions submitted by the 
deputation of teamen are matters entirely 
between sellers and buyers, and that this 
Chamber can take no action.” 

To the foregoing resolution, Mr. Tarra, 
seconded by Mr. Lerra, proposed the follow= 
ing amendment :— 

“That this meeting approves of the 
suggestion for fixing some period for pay- 
ment of teas, but thinks the suggestion as 
to weighing within a week of purchase will 
be found impracticable, especially in the

case of Australian buyers, Tho meeting, - 
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however, consider it impossible to make 
any binding agreoment on the subject, the 
carrying out of any such arrangements 
being a matter solely as between buyer 
and seller, and the carrying out of it de- 
pending entirely on the action of the 
native ‘Ten Hongs themselves. 

On being put to tle meeting, the amend- 
ment was carried by six votes—nino being 
in favor of and three against it.

‘THE FIRE AT HAKODATB. 
(Japan Gazette.) 

Our telegeaphio information is now sup- 

jlemented by mail news, The disastrous 

ire at Hakodate broke out on the 6th 
instant, about 8.30 p.m., in the south- 
eastern pare of the town, An easterly 
gale was blowing, causing the fire to extend 
with the great rapidity towards the centre 
and principal business quarter, sweeping 
past ‘the Guatomrhouse,, which escaped, 
and thence taking westerly and rising line 
above Ura-machi and Benten-machi along 
the slope of the mountain clear through to 
the sea, near the burial grounds, at the 
same time that it expanded from its original 
focus so as to embrace the northern side 
of the main street as far back as the bridge 
(Bkoku-bash) with the greater pact of 

ailcu-machi and Kuaisivo-machi, It raged 
for about six hours. ‘The nearest estimate 
that can be given is that about half the 
town, say three thousand houses, was con- 
sumed. Besides three large temples and 
two foreign churches, the Mitsui, the 
Forty-fourth, and Hokaido banks, the 
‘Mitsu Bishi,’ Koko-Sha, Hokaido-Shokwai 
and Kogio-Shokwai, the Telegraph and 
Post-oltices, and most of the largo stores 
and native ‘mereantile establishments were 
destroy od.

‘Mitsui Bank is said. to have lost 90,000 yen 
in sats. Produce in the shape of seaweed, 
fish-yuano, salted salmon, &e., was con- 
sumed in large quantities, besides consider- 
able stores of rice, salt and other provisions. 
‘The loss of life is said to be twenty-five 
or thitty burned or smothered. ‘The origin 
of thy fire has not been ascertained with 
suflicient certainty to warrant a dist 
assortion.—The actual number of houses 
burned is. said to be two thousand three 
hundred. 

‘This fire is a calamity more serious than 
is generally supposed. Winter has arrived, 
and some twelve thousand people are 
homeless; the majority having lost their 
all in the fire, are quite unable to do any- 
thing for themselves. The Government 
with a promptitude that always dis- 
Yinguishea them in such cases and does 
them much credit, have already taken sto 
to supply the immediate wants of 
sufferers, and clothing, food, and other 














useful supplies were distributed by the 
Kaitakushi as soon as possible after the fire 
which have since been augmented by large 
additions forwarded from here by order of 
the Home Minister. 

Any estimate of the loss is impossible, 
though, according to the average value of 
such buildings as set out by Mr. Maye’ in 
his scheme for compulsory fire insurance, 
two thousand three hundred houses are 
not worth more than about eighty thousand.

FATAL ACCIDENT ON BOARD THE U.S. 
corverrs “ ASHUELOT. 


On Friday afternoon, at half-past two, a 
melancholy occurrence’ took plaee on the 
above-named vessel, in which a first-class 
fireman named Patrick McCann was killed, 
and another member of the ship's crew had 
a very narrow escape from the same fate. 

Tt appears that a heavy piece of machi- 
nery, weighing about seven tons, was being 
loweted into the hold, when the clamps by 
which it was held gave way. The deceased 
was standing almost iuinediately below it 
in descending, it canted over alittle, aud 

in the chest, causing death 
almost instantaneously. A doctor was im- 
mediately sent for from the U.S. corrette 
Monocacy, but on his way to the ship, he 
meta boat in which the body was being 
brought to that vessel. 

The funeral took place on Saturday 
aflernoon, the proce-sion arriving at the 
New Cemetery abont half past two. The 
unfortunate inau had been a member of 
the “Shanghai Lodge No. 4" 1.0.6.7, 
and a number of its members, in com: 
any with some of the members of the «Star 
of Hope” Lodye 1.0.G.T., in all numbering 
some forty or fifty persons, among whom 
were several ladies, awaited the arrival of 
the hearse just inside the gate in order to 
render a tribute of respect to the memory 
of their departed brother. First in the 
naval cortiye, which was under the com- 

































mand of Lient. Colahan, of the U.S. 
corvette Monocacy, came the firing party, 
consisting of eight marines with arms 


reversed ; then came the hearse, fol- 
lowed by about a hundred men from the 
ashuelot and the Monocacy, the Amer- 
ican colors being carried draped with black, 
while behind tho men were five or sixofticers, 
also from both ships. After the procession 
had passed through the gate, the membersof 
the lodge to which the deceased had be- 
longed foll in, two and two, and behind 
them again ‘came the ‘Star of Hope” 
members. Tho officers present stood a 
little on ono side of the head of the grave, 
the membe 
formed in a line at the foot of it; the fring 
party stood at the head, while’ the Good 
Templars formed in a lino behind the 
officers, that extended to the firing party. 
The collin was covered with the stars and 

ipes and brought to the grave by 
eight bearers. Part of the Church of 
England burial service was read_by Mr. 
W._S. Ewen, P.W.O.T. of the ‘Shanghai 
Lodge, No. '4,” alter ‘which the Burial 
service of the Good Templar Order was 
read by the chaplain of the lodge. Lieut. 
Golahan very courteously permitted some 
thirty men in the ranks, who were 
mombers of the Order, to join the circle 
formed round the grave by the shore 
members. At the eonelusion of the chap- 
jain’s prayer, the firin; moved to the 
Nido Sf the grave ud fed. the three 
volleys customary on these occasions, ‘The 
Good Templars present fell in again behind 
the members of the ships’ crews, and fol- 
lowed them to the gate, where they dis 
persed. The number of persons present, 
the perfect order and ity observed, 
and the recollection of the sad and mys- 































terious providence that had brought a 


highly respected young man to such an 
untimely end, combined to impart to the

CHRISTMAS DAY’s PAPER BUNT. 


The Paper Hunt on Christmas Day was 
doubtless the most dificult one of the season, 
but the weather was most favourable, the 
ground was in good going condition, the 
paper lay well, the Hunt was long and 
creative of much sport, and the largest field 
of the season assembled to contest for the 
honours, previous winners not being dis- 
qualified ; but unfortunately the sport was 
marred by two rather serious casualties, 
The start was in the field opposite Mr. 
Lewis's house on the Bubbling Well Road, 
and here at the appointed hour, threo 
o'clock, over fifty horsemen met; and a 
large number of spectators, including many 
Indies, also assembled to see them go away. 
‘The meet was the prettiest one of the year, 
the field being one of the largest’ over 
known. Mr. Burkill, the Master of the 
Club, accompanied by Mr. MeLeod, one of 
the Stewards, Inid the paper. From the 
start they took a pretty straight line to the 
Siccawei Road, crossing it near the second 
bridge ; and then proceeded up to Fahwah, 
where the tidal reek was crossed. Pass 
ing Fahwah, the handicap course was taken 
to Jesstield, thence the track turned back 
in the direction of Home, crossing the tidal 
ereck again at the Lack of the Bubbling 
Well, doubling round over the Bubbling 
Well’ Road near to Mr. Major's house, 
and, turning to the back of Mr. Oliver's 
bungalow, Bnished with the | straight 
ran and the jump over the creek at the 
Two Mile Bridge. The distance covered 
was estimated at between nine and ten 
miles, Some difficult jumps had to be 
taken, as indeed the appearance of some of 
the riders indicated—they had not only 
bitten the earth and amelé water, but had 
rolled on the former and been drenched in 
the latter. But it was a congenial and com- 
paratively warm day, and these incidents 
seemed to be regarded as almost essential 
to the full enjoyment of the sport of the 
chase, at least the bystanders had reason 
to think so, who heard one brave rider 
boast of getting “splendid duckings in threo 
creoks ;” but news of the tio accidents 
alluded to had not then arrived. ‘The pace 
was described as very fast indeed at in- 
tervals, but when there are such large fields 
it invariably happens, to use the words of 
the Master of the Hunt, that the com- 
petitors ride so jealously and with such zeal 
that they overrin the paper and are for the 
time out of the Hunt. Many of the riders 
verified the truthfulness of these remarks, 
and the checks thus occasioned to the leaders 
three or four times placed them at a disad- 
vantage; nevertheless we were assured 
that, the half dozen first in had held for- 
ward places during the greater part of 
the chase. But these checks delayed 
the finish, where a large gathering of 
spectators anxiously awaited the arrival 
of the ponies. ‘The weather, however, was 
so pleasant that waiting was’ by no means 
disagreeable. When the ponies did make 
their appearance a splendid finish was the 
result. Krom the Bubbling Well Road tho 
tivo leaders, Mr. Fearon, on Spalpeen, and 
Mr. Taumeyer, on Thurio, raced ‘neck 
and neck down the Straight to the 
‘Winning Post, with seven or eight others 
well up, all coming at a rattling pace. 
The to leaders took the last, jump to- 

ther, but managed to pass the 
Winning Post about half a length in front 
of Trurio, Mr. Daniel, on Black Cloud, 
being third.

Tt was not until some time after the 
finish that it became known that during the 
Hunt, Mr. R. Johnston and Mr. W. Gole- 
mati; both of Messrs. Sayle and Co, had 
met with accidents and sustained injuries 
that will incapacitate them from their 
duties for a considerable time. About the 

iddle of the Hunt, Mr. Coleman, in 
taking a jump, was pitehed from his pony 
and broke his left collar bone ; while, when 
nearing Home, Mr. Johnston was thrown at 
a jump in like manner and broke his right 
collar bone. It was rumoured also that 
another well known rider met with an 
unpleasantness of another kind, namely 
that while attempting to capture a riderless 
pony in a village, he was surrounded by 
natives who were more forcible in their 
words and actions than polite. 




















SATURDAY'S PAPER HUNT. 


‘The Hunt on Saturday was a rather 
tame affiir in comparison with the others 
that have taken place during the season, 

this, however, we do not mean to say 
that the Hunt was devoid of a maximum
